Witboutinso many words declaring the 
Clavion-Bulwer treaty abrogated, the Sec- 
retary of State asks our Minister at London

United States to accept the propostion 
to share its contro! and protectorate 
overthe canal with Great Britain or any 
other Enropean power. The points § are 
these: First—Thatthrough the violation of 
the terms of the treaty by Great Britain, in 
gradually magnifying what was at firsta 
British ‘‘settlement” in Honduras’ under 
Spanish American sovereignty into a British 
‘settlement?’ and possession, the treaty 
bas become voidable, and mayat any time 
be made void by the United States. Second— 
That the treaty so far as its terms were 
specific applied to a canal along the Nicarag- 
uan route, and tothat alone, any agreement 
covering other canals or railways being ex- 
preasly relegated to future treaty stipulations,

the Firth District? 

The new order of the Board ot Police Com- 
missioners changing the captains of four of the 
police districts went into effect yesterday, 
and already results have been had. The new 
captain of the rhird yesterday made an order 
which is very distasteful to the patrolmen. 
The order is to the effect that the officers, when 
they report for duty on their several 


beats, shall go immediatcly into the hall in 
the second story of the station, and not 
lounge arourd either the office or in front of 
the station-house; also, there will be no liber- 
ty given the patrojmen to gointo the calaboose 
except on an order trom the ofiice and to seé 
some designated person confined there. 
The men ciaim that this last is a 
very foolish order, because during the 
administration of Huebler in the aisfrict 
free access to the calaboose was had by all the 
men and with very beneficisl results in many 
cases. Oftentimesthe whereabouts of some 

man who was badly:wanted cuuld be ascer- 
tained by a casual talk with persons confined 
in the station. This privilege is now done away 
with, much to the prejudice of the district, :as 
the officers connected with itthink. Since the 
change of captains has been made 
it has been much questioned whether the 
change was for the better or worse, and many 

think that itis forthe worse. Anton Huebier 
has been inthe Third District for over nine 
years, and during that time has exhibited a 

pas compan J which bus not beeu exhibited by any 
other man onthe force. The district is the 
worst and always has been the worst in the 
city, and one which needs a more experienced 
and ee manto dl! the captaincy’ than 
in the other districts. Notning can 
he said againt the present incumbent of the 
Third, except his inexperience. He has been 
& Captain less than a year, yet he is given the 
hardest district in 8t. Louis to control, over & 
man who has governed better than any one In 
the city for sojiong atime. It is a well known 
factin police circlesthat the Third has been 
the only cistrictin the city where murderers 
have always been caugbt. LHluebler has been 
buried in the Fifth, which is the quietest and 
most peaceable district of all. Why he has 
thus been buried is beat knowua to those who 
buried him. A certainty cannot be overlooked 
that he is the best captain inthe force, and it 
is alleged that through jeaiousy he has been 
sacrificed.

From a Paris Special selegram. 

The police have been distinguishing them- 
selves this week in the Quartier Latin. For 
some months past the ciussic haunts of the 
studious youths of Paris had been infested 
by numbers of unspeakable gentlemen who 
live upon the earnings of tbe frail beauties of 
the pavement. They at last became such in- 
tolerable nuisances that the students resolved 
torid the quarter of them. This virtuous 
and natural determination Jed to several 
breaches of the peace onthe Boulevard St. 
Michael and at the Bal Ballier, and the other 
day an innocent bill-sticker, suspected of be- 
ing one of the objectionab.e fraternity of 
souteneurs, was summarily ducked in one of 
the ponds of the Luxemburg. Instead of 
winkiog at these well-meant though riotous 
demonstrations, M. Camescasse, tbe Prefect 
of the Police, ordered his hirelings to put 
them down With a bigh hand. One night last 
week a procession of sucking barristers, doc- 
tors and apothecaries was suddenly set upon 
without rhyme or reason, by several hundre 
sergeants-cle-ville, near the Sorbonne, 
Swords were drawn and heads broken, and a 
Wonian Was trampled under foot. Twenty or 
thirty students, the most unoffending of 
them, as usual, were carried off to prison. 
The brutal conduct of the police in the whole 
matter roused a perfect storm of wrath, and 
M. Camescasse has an excellent prospect of 
losing his post. 


High Life at the Watering-Places, 
From a New York Leiter. 

Owing to the high prices of provisions, the 
charges of the hotel and boarding-house 
keepers at Long Branch and the seaside will 
be higher this year. in some cases supplies 
are nearly forty per cent highey than they 
were at this time last year, and the price of 
everything has been increased. The meat 
used at the hotels will cost nearly one-third 
nore this season than last, and yet the meat 
itself will be no better. Potatoes that are 
now worth $ a barrel were purchased a year 
ago for $2 50. Good eggs command twenty- 
two cents per dozen, instead of sixteen. 
Where a hotel uses 10,000 eggs a day, the six 
cents additional cost per dozen amounts to a 
large sum auring the course of the season. 
The wages of the waiters, cooks, chamber- 
maids, scrub-girls and other hotel help have 
advanced about twenty-five per cent over last 
years. The salaries of the clerks and other 
office help are much higher than at any other 
season in history.

The 
urembers of the Eleventh Regiment, wtich he 
abolished, formed themeeives into a special 
orranization for the purpose of defeating Cor. 
nell’s re-election. Now whenever the German 
vote goes solid one way Oranother it always 
decides the eclortion in this State.’’ 

‘*Then you thing it Cornell is nominated de- 
spite of the efforts of the Administration, the 
Democrats willhave a good chance to elect 
their candidate?’’ 

‘* Yes, if they don’t foolishly nominate some 
man from the political catacombs, like Robin- 
son; iftheyputup some man like Roswell P.
